MR CHADWICK:-ON THE WATER. 
SUPPLY OF THE COLONY. 


SMBH OWUTION OF LOKFUL‘M RESERVOIR. 


In doling with the recommendation 
made bythe Fever Commissivn that the 
Water Supply be iucreased, Mr Chadwick 
writes :— : 

T fully agreo that the prosent intermit- 
tent supply ia°a great evil to the Colony. 
Tho storge of ‘water, in and about dwell- 
ings, which is the consequence of au inter- 
mittent supply, involyes much greater 
danger of contamination than all building 
at the Pouk and the other evils pointed out 
by the Oummissionors. - 

With regard tv this question I think, that 
it is much to be regretted that Govern- 
meut have allowed .s0 many houses to be 
built in the Pokfolam drainage-arca,, In 
1881 I reported against the 


TP houses in this und other reservoir drainage- 


areas. I think, bywever, that the diversion 


of sewage recently carried ovt renders the 


Pokfulan Reservoir practitally safo' from 
contamitstion, as far as existing houses are 
concerned, T trust that for the futnre the 
Government will firmly prohibit ‘building 
within the water-works drainage-narca 

I observe. with regret that. already one’ 
building has ‘been alluwed to trespass on 
tho Tytam aren, to a small extent indecd, 
Lut it isthe thin end of the wedge. © 
*8.-[ recommerd that an Ordinance. be 
passed, making it illegal to build on the 
drainage nreas of reservoirs, or of sites 
which: may ba required for- watcr-supply 
purposes. It-must be remembered that 
Hongkong is an: island, and therefore de- 
pendent for water on the rain which falls 
upon it. Tt is impossible ‘to obtain water 
from any distant. range of mountains. 
It is, therefore, neccesary to-take timely 
aters to prevent all tle drainage areas from 
becoming dotted over with dwellings. As 
matters stand, there is plenty of room, 
both for dwellizga ond for the <ollection 
of. water. The protectidn of existing and 
future murces of water-aupply is too im- 
portant « question to be decided in ead 
cago by any one person, It should thoiefore 
be established by law. é 

4.—For tho present, tho most serious 
evil within the Pokfulam érea is the exist- 
ence vf lirge masses of love earth, which, 
unteas protected in time, may be washed 
down tothe reservoir, rendering ita con- 
tents turbid, ‘silting it up, and making 
filtration: difficult. .
